73. (New) The immunogenic composition of claim 62, further comprising at least one other 
Moraxella catarrhalis antigen other than a polypeptide comprising SEQ ID N0:2. 

74. (New) The immunogenic composition of claim 63, further comprising at least one other 
Moraxella catarrhalis antigen pther than a polypeptide comprising SEQ ID NO: 2. 
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
